DESCRIPTION OF THE FIND 


A Four and « Half Inch Vein of This 
Rare Mineral Discovered on Fish 
Creek—Another Addition to Our 
Minerals, 


Tue HeraLp was shown specimens 
yesterday of the — asbesios recently 
discovered on Fish Creek, 25° miles 
from Calgary, Tt has the appearance 
of very. tine silk when pulled apart 
and is of a delicate blue tint, It stands 
the fire test perfectly and in the 
opinion of citizens who have lived 
near asbestos mines in the east is of a 
particularly fine quality. The vein is 
four anda half inches wide and was 
discovered by W. Bannister and John 
Rutherford, Several pounds cf the 
mineral were taken out and samples 
have been sent to Ottawa with a 
view to having the mine worked as 
soon as the necessary steps can be 
taken, 

Asbestos of this quality is worth 
from $75 to $100 and upwards per ton, 
No other deposit has been discovered 
in the West except a smail vein in the 
hills back of Kamloops.

compact, and take on a fine polish; 
others are loose, like flax or silky weeol.

POLICE COURT — 


The 
Dog—Accused of Bewng Carnivorous 


Ordered to be ‘‘Kept Up” 


The character and disposition of Mr. 
J. Liewellyn Wilson's cross bred can- 
ine was the subject of a judicial en- 
quiry in the Police Court on Thursday 
morning. Last week Mr, Wilson re- 
ceived a leiter purporting to be signed 
by the Chief of Police, stating that the 
dog, who was described as ‘a white 
and livered coloured spaniel dog,” was 
in the habit of biting “mankind,” and 
ordered Mr, Wilson to_have the ani- 
mal destroyed at once, The letter was 
dated April Ist but Mr. Wilson only 
siniled and put the letter in his ket, 
believing he was being made the vic- 
tim of an April joke, A day or two 
ago he discovered that it was no joke 
when he was presented with a sum- 
mons, signed by Mr. Ede, calling on 
him to attend at the Police Court yes- 
terday “for that you did keep a vicious 
dog, and refases (sic) to keep it up” 
Mr. Wilson was on hand punctually at 
10 o'clock attended by Mr. H. W. H. 
Knott and a host of witnesses—to say 
nothing of the dog. 

Messrs, Walter MacKay, Niebergall 

and George Fraser gave very damag- 
ing evidence against the dog, He was 
not only a carnivorous but an omni- 
vorous animal, and evidently preferred 
to take his meals “on the jump” rather 
than “set round” like a well brought 
up dog. He alsolacked discrimination 
in his choice of food, but was willing 
to chew up anybody who happened to 
be in the neighbourhood when he felt 
hungry. 
For the defence Mr. Wilson was the 
first witness examined. He had been 
the owner of the dog from its earliest 
puphood, and gave several instances 
of its invariable geniality and suavity 
of manner under the most trying cir- 
cumstances. On one oceasion an elec- 
tric battery had been applied to its 
head and an assortment of tinware to 
its tail, On another occasion it had 
heen painted green and pink, but still 
preserved at least a dignified interior, 
The present somewhat peculiar ap- 
yenrance of the dog was due to the 
act that in_ the earlier days of dog- 
hood he (Mr. Wilson) had considerable 
doubt as to whether it would ulti- 
mately develop into a spaniel or set- 
ter, and consequently had refrained 
from cutting its tail, which now hung 
hehind it in luxuriant waves. Mr,
